The Entomology of Mite-carried Typhus. 
[ Abstract. | 


The “‘ harvest mites’ of Europe, North America and other parts of the 
world are larvae of Trombicula: related genera attack many types of land 
vertebrates. 7. autwmnalis, the only species attacking man in Britain, has 
many mammals and birds as hosts, and occurs in many types of vegetation, 
wild and cultivated: but it is precisely localised, probably by soil factors, 
occurring either on chalk or sand and gravel, but not on clay. Only the larva 
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attacks vertebrates, and it feeds once only, so that it can only transmit micro- 
organisms if they are hereditary in the mite. The other stages of the mite 
(nymph, adult, egg) are in the soil. 

In Japan a number of species of Trombicula occur and larvae may attack 
man. One of these, 7. akamushi, belongs properly on voles (Microtus) and 
transmits a Rickettsia infection from vole to vole, and occasionally to man. 
This produces a very serious disease, formerly known as Japanese River Fever, 
now believed to be much more widely distributed, and best known as mite- 
borne typhus. 

In Japan the disease occurs in those people whose work brings them into 
places where voles live: it is therefore a disease of cultivators, generally of 
males. But elsewhere in 8.E. Asiage.g. Malaya, Sumatra, and probably many 
other areas) the normal host of the infection is Rattus and perhaps other rodents. 
The ecological picture is complicated, for there are such large numbers of 
species of rodents and of Trombicula in that part of the world. Here again, 
it is men who are in contact with Rattus under rural conditions who suffer from 
the disease.
